HE JUNIOR CLASS presented “The Turtle Dove” by Margaret Scott Oliver 
and “The Wonder Hat” by Ben Hecht and Kenneth Sawyer Goodwin with 


unusual skill and dramatic perception. Both these plays were fanciful and unique.
